A Pair That Did Duty at the Bat 
tle of Bunker Hill 


ENEMIES IN THAT CONFLICT, 


Now They Are Clasped In Peace In thé 
Massachusettes Historical Society 
Building—A Legacy From the Hie 
torian Prescott and His Wife. 


The most impressive memorials of 
the battle of Bunker Hlll are the huge 
shaft over in Charlestown and a pair 
of swords which hang crossed like @ 
pair of clasped hands over the door of 
the building of the Massachusetts His 
torical society. 

Both these swords were used in the 
herole duel of June 17, 1775, the one by 
the commander of the patriot forces, 
the other by the captain of one of the 
British. war vessels which bombarded 
Charlestown and protected the cross- 
ing of the Englitsh troops. And for 
Many years these swords, which had 
not been beaten into plowsbares after 
the Scriptural prophecy, but which had 
become the symbols of peace neverthe 
less, hung upon the wall of a great 
American historian whose father was 
the ‘son of the American commander 
and whose wife was the granddaugh- 


It was to these weapons that Thack- 


graph of his novel “The Virginlans,’* 
which reads thus: 

“On the library wall of one of the 
most famous writers of America there 
hang two crossed swords, which his 
relatives wore in the great War of In- 
dependence. The one sword was gal- 
Jantly drawn {p the service of the 
king, and the other was the weapon of 
the brave and honored republican sol- 
ier. The possessor of the harmless 
trophy has earned for himself a name 
alike honored in his ancestors’ country 
and his own, where genlus such as his 
bas alwarvs a peaceful welcome.” 

William Hickling Prescott, author of 
“The Conquest of Mexico.” “Ferdinand 
and Isabella.” and other fascinating 
histories, the grandson tn his paternal 
line of Colonel William Prescott, who 
held the hill against the British grena- 
diers and gave the world the first taste 
of the valor of the Continestals and 
whose wife was the granddaughter of 
Captain Jobn Linzee of the roya! navy, 
avho commanded the sloop of war Fal- 
cop during the battle, was the writer 
to whom Thackeray referred. 

The only son of Colonel Prescott of 
Bonker Hill, named for his fatber, was 
born thirteen years before the battle 
was fought in Charlestown. This son 
was educated at Harvard, graduating 
with the class of 1783, Admitted to the 
bar in 1787, be became eminent in his 

profession and accumulated a fortune. 
His wife was Catherine Green Hick- 
Jing, the daughter ef @ Boston mer- 
chant who was afterward consul in the 
Azores. The futuge historian was thelr 
son. 

Captain Jobn Linzee on that April 
day in 1775 was charged with the duty 
of cannonading the rebels and cover- 
fog the passage of tbe British soldiers, 
The British ships of war were moored 
at various points in front of the 
Chariestown peninsula. 

Three years after the baitle, on Aug. 
8, 1778, the Falcon was sunk off 
Newport, R. 1. to prevent its capture 
by the French fleet under Admiral 
D'Estaing. 

This Captain Linzee’s daughter, Han- 
nab Linzee, became the wife of one 
of the leading merchants of Boston, 
Thomas ©, Amory, and it was the 
@aughter of Thomas and Hannab 


BH. Prescott married Thus the two 
awords came Into the possession of one 
family. 

The bistorian bad a degree of pride 
ip bis ancestry and Itked to discourse 
upon occasion about these swords. Ip 
this respect he resembled Sir Walter 
Bcott. ‘The wenpons used to bang over 
the recess of the great window ip bis 
library used commonly as a reception 
room, where they were the more con- 
spicuous because of the thousands of 
books, the busts and the pictures by 
which they were surrounded. It was 
from the roow of the scbolar that these 
a@ncestral memorials were removed te - 
the quarters of the bistorical society. 
That happened tn this w'se: 

Tpon the death of the historian if 
was found that the thirteenth Item tp 
bis will read thus: “The sword of 
Colonel William Treacott, worn by 
bim tp the battle of Bouker Hil, 1 
give to the Massachusetts Historical 
society as a curiosity suitable to be 
preserved awong thelr collections, and 
the sword which belonged to my 
wife's grandfather, Captain Linzee of 
the British royal navy, who'command- 
ed one of the enemy's ships during the 
same battle, | give to my wife” 

When William O. Gardiner on Apri 
14, 1850, sent a letter to Rohert OC, 
Winthrop. president of the Historical 
society, formally converting the tnfor- 
mation that the swords were te be 
come the property of the institution 
he sald as to the Linaee sword, “Mra 
Prescott and the other belra of Cap- 
tain Linzee anite to requesting me to 
present at the same time in their be

4, U. Colin Forbes, R.C.A., Is at Work 


on “Christ and Barabbas.” 
Mr. J. Colin Forbes, R.C.A., the 


Canadian, who has painted more pul - 


lic men than perhaps any other ar- 
tist, and whose portrait of Gladstone 


-is—freqrentig. called the best ever | 


done of that statesman, is engaged in 
the exceution of an ambitious canvas 
called “Christ and Barabbas.’”’ In his 
studio the other day he was good 
tnough to talk about the difficulties of 
conceiving such a work, ; 

“I do not remember ‘Barabbas’ be- 
ing used in painting as a foil to 
Christ,’ he said. “Even in literature 
the only book with this subject as its 
motif that comes to my mind is Maric 
Corelli’s,. considered by many*to be 
oe of the finest word paintings we 
Mave, 

“There are, of course, difficulties 
which every painter meets in portray- 
Ing an Oriental picture —atmosphere, 
lor instance, and for my pieture I have 
secured all the costumes and para- 
phernalia from Palestine; but the out- 
standing difficulty, I find, is to mould 
the face of Christ... Many of the 

ainters who have attempted this sub- 
fe have confessed their dissatisfac- 
ion with the results achieved, and 
you will not have failed to note that 
most of them have been influenced by 
the type of ‘ace of their country.” 

J. Colin Forbes numbers among the 
famous men whe have sat to him, the 
Earl of Dufferin, Sir John Macdonald, 
Bir Alexander Mackenzie, the Hon. 
Kdwerd Blake, Sir Charles Tupper, 
Sir Oliver Mowat, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
the late President Harrison of the 
U.S8.A., and Prof. Schurman of Cornell 
University. His painting of Gladstone 
in the National Liberal Club is ‘‘nov 
to be surpassed as a truthful and ef- 
fective rortrait,’’ according to one cri- 
tic, What many considered to be a 
better effort is that painted by Mr. 
Forbes at Mr. Gladstone’s home. O!

A Volcanic Outburet That Tore Kra- 
katoa Up by the Roote. 

The eruption of Krakatoa, in the 
Bunda strait Aug. 28, 1888, still ranks 
first among the appalling conyulsions 
of nature, ‘ 

Krakaton was a volcanic mountain 
midway between Sumatra and Java, 
but !t bad been inactive since 1680, In 
the spring of 1883 It began to show 
tigns of activity, On the 26th of 
August loud. explosions were heard, 
and on the 28th came the eruption 
that fairly shook the planet. 

The -eruption was followed by an 
appalling darkness, with a downpour 
of mud and sand. Then came a tre- 
mendous tidal movement, the water 
receding and then returning and over- 
whelming the people on the shores. 
The tidal wave was fifty feet high. 


When investigation became possible | 
it was found that Krakatoa had burst, | 


throwing one part elght miles to the 
north and hurling the other part com- 
pletely over Lang island, seven miles 
to the northeast,

Other soundings showed 
that the bottom of the ocean for miles 
around had been changed. Islands that 
had never been seen before appeared 


, and others entirely disappeared. 


The damage to human life, done 
chiefly by the monster tidal waves, 
has never been definitely estimated, 
but {tis known that at least 100,000 
perished. ‘The loss was probably far 
in excess of that number. 

Some idea of the force of the ex- 
plosion may be had from the fact that 


the waves that were started by it and | 


driven east and west from the nar- 
row straits, traveled across the oceans 
and met on the other side of the globe. 
Indeed, it was proved that these waves 
crossed at the antipodes and encircled 
the earth no less thay four times be- 
fore they got back to normal. 

Stranyve as it may seem, the detona- 
tlon accompanying the explosion was 
felt 8.000 miles away, while from its 
very immensity it was almost Inandi- 
ble to the dwellers in the immediate 
vicinity. 

Wonderful, too, were the meterologi- 
cal phenomena following the dread 
calamity. The sun did not rise or set 
in the old familiar way for more than 
a year after the explosion. The clouds 
appeared to be touched with strange 
lurid tints, and the blue of the beav- 
ens did not look as it had looked be- 
fore. The superstitious in all lands 
felt that the very laws of nature were 
changing, and some tmagined that the 
world was nearing its end, 

The explanation, later on given, was 
that the quecr phenomena were due to 
the fact that the awful explosion had 
filled the whole upper atmosphere with 
thousands of tons of fine dust, which 
encircled the entire carth and changed 
the aspect of the heavens.—New York

Doings at Ottawa 


Ottawa, Dec. 7th—At last 
Premier Borden has brought 
down his temporary expedient to 
tide over the government’s. emer- 
gency regarding the navy. It 
calls for a gift of $85,000,000 of 
Canadian money to the Imperial 
adwiralty for the conetruction of 
three of the finest modern war- 
ehips that science can deviee or 
money buy. These vessels are to 
be constructed in Englind and 
| turned over tothe British admir- 
alty ap fast as built, manned by 
them with English officers and 
crews and added to the equipment 
of the fleet for such services as the 
admiralty may think fit, also to 
be maintained entirely by the 
Royal Navy. 

In all his lengthy address Mr. 
Korden proceeded upon. the, as- 
sumption that there was a string- 
entemergency which demanded 
an immediate outlay of large 
sumx of money by Canada to help 
Mother Country to tide over the 
situation. But nothing in his 
speech backed thie assumption up. 
It was carefully planned to show 
this, and everything that had been 
said during the past few months 
by the British Prime Minister, Rt. 
Hon. Mr. Aequith, or the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, Rt, Hon. 
Winston Churehill was care ully 
eliminated, since their utterances 
on the inva question have been 
uniformly to show that there is no 
present danger of war, and that 
should there be such’ danger not 
only was Great Britain in position 
to preserve the necessary supre- 
macy on home waters, but'in case 
of necessity, to spare enough ves- 
sels to'bend a formidable squadron 
to the aid of any of the overseas 
Dominions, — 

The Piime Minister gave an 
elaborate account of his visit to 
England, which he read from copy 
furnished in advance to the 
Government press, in which 
outlined the negotiations between 
himself end his colleagues and the 
British ministers and admirality 
officials. As result of these 
negotiations he presented a memo- 
randum which had been furnish- 
ed him by the Admiralty, setting 
forth the position of affairs. But 
instead of giving copies of this 
memorandum to the House before 
the opening of the session she care- 
fully preserved it, so that no one 
but himself knew what was the 
nature of the arguments to be 
brought down, and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and the other leaders of 
the Libera] party were deliberate- 
ly placed at a disadvantage in 
considering the propositions to be 
made all of which was’quite con- 
tary tothe recognized system. of 
the British Parliament, where 
naval matters especially are treat- 
edon a national rather than a 
party basis.

The gist of thie memorandum 
was that while during past years 
the British fleet had been steadily 
increasing in power and effigiency 
al) the other nationg had been 
increasing, 80 that while the Brit- 
ish fleet was unexampled in 
striking force, the combined fleets 
of other nations bere. a much 
greater relation of power than in 
previous years when many were 


content to go without” a~powerful 
navy. 

As a result in was set forth that 

jit had been found necessary to

concentrate the fleet in home 
waters, in the “decisive theatre” of 
any possible Earopean war, % 
that whereas in 1902 there were 
160 British vessels on the overseas 
stations to-day there were but 76, 
while it was shown that the over- 
whelming strength of the navy in 
hone waters was such as to ensure 
the Empire against successful 
attack, this concentration at home 
to that extent weakened the forces 
at the overseas station. 

Further the memorandum 
says:—Anything which increases 
our margin in the newest dimini- 
shes the strain and augments our 
security and our chances of being 
left unmolested. 

This is followed by assurances 
that whatever Canada may decide 
“at the present juneture”’ Great 
Britain will not failiw cher duty 
to the Overseas Dominions of the 
Crown. And again “The aid 
which Canada could give at the 
present time is not to be measured 
only in ships or money. Any ac- 
tion on the part of Canada to in- 
crease the power and mobility of 
the Imperial navy, and thus widen 
the margin of our common nafety, 
would be recognived everywhere 
as a most significant witness tothe 
United strength of the Empire, 
and to the renewed resolve of the 
Overseas Dominions to take their 
partin maintaining its integrity.” 

Not one word anywhere to indi- 
cate any emergency demanding 
immediate relief by what Mr. 
Winstop Ckure i}] calked a 
“Flinging about of millions on an 
impetuous impulre. Not until) the 
last paragraph is reached, and 
ther. the suggestion is that the 
emergency was made by Mr. 
Borden himself:— 

“The Prime Minister of the 
Dominion of Canada having en- 
quired in what form any immedi- 
ate aid that Canada might give 
would be most effective, we have 
no hesitation in answering after 
a prolonged consideration of al! 
the circumstances that it is desir- 
able that such aid should include 
the provision of a certain number 
of the largest and strongest of 
ships of war which feiénce can 
buildor money supply.” = It i; 
also notable that nowhere is there 
any evidence that Mr. Borden 
asked advice regarding a perman- 
ent naval policy forCanada. Had 
he done so it is hardly to be doubt. 
edthat he would have been advised 
to create fleet units,us was eng- 
gested at the Imperial Conference 
of 1907, and as Australia was ad- 
vised to do—ai.d is now doing. 

And on tiis Hon. Mr. Barden 
proposes to Parliament that the 
Liberal Policy of building up a 
distinctively Canadian fleet to 
make Canada a real maritime 
nation able to beat its share in 
building, manning and handlinga 
navy, should be abandoned, and 
that $35,000,000 should be at once 
donated to Great Britain to build 
ships which will be distinctively 
British, save that they will bear 
Canadian names, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier in his brief 
reply, said “1 am glad to tell the 
Premier that gentlemen on this 
side, though differing from him in| 
other matters. share absolutely his! 
devotion and loyalty to theBritigh 


Empire”. Which statement was 
cheered by, the whole house. 
Dealing briefly with the Memo- 
randum Sir Wilfrid pointed how fi,

mediate crisis, and said:—‘*The 
people of this country will be glad 
to know that we have not now to 
deal with any emergency, but with 
that condition existing not only in 
Europe and the British Empire 
but all over the world=the tenden- 
cy towards excessive armament.” 

In dignified manner the Opposi- 
tion Leader then pointed ont that 
it would be unusual and impos- 
sible under the circumstances to 
discuss the measureon the firet 
reading, and intinated that he 
would be prepared to Jay down 
the Liberal views when the matter 
is again taken ep on Tuesday.

Nov. 1910—Declared against 
contribution of any kind - without 
first consulting the people. 

1911.. Mude common cause in 
Quebec Province with the Nation- 
alists, who opposed a like constri- 
bution or navy 

1912. Chiefly spent hunting up 
some expedientwhich would satisfy 
the Jingoes without antagonizing 
the Nationalists.
